Albertans bound for 
Games on high alert 
over security risks 


'Attractive targets.’ 

Public safety minister 
warns travellers

Courtney Lancaster had the 
time of her life at the 2010 Van¬ 
couver Olympics. 

The 23-year-old Albertan 
hoped to relive some of that 
magic with her best friend at 
the upcoming Sochi Games 
due to kick off in two weeks. 

But right now she’s more 
nervous than anything. 

“It’s not going to be like it 
was in Vancouver,” she said 
Sunday. “We’re not sure. We’re 
still thinking we’ll go but we’re 
playing it by ear.” 

Discussion over which 
world-class athletes will stand 
atop the podium in Russia ap¬ 
pears to have taken a back 


seat in recent weeks to fears of 
terrorist attacks, security per¬ 
imeter breaches and what the 
Canadian federal government 
has deemed as “particularly 
vulnerable” areas of Russia like 
airports and border crossings. 

Fuelling the fears for trav¬ 
ellers like Lancaster is a warn¬ 
ing issued over the weekend 
by Canadian Public Safety 
Minister Steven Blaney, who 
said both the Olympics and 
subsequent Paralympic Games 
“present attractive targets” for 
terrorists. 

“Canadians travelling to 
the Sochi 2014 Winter Games 
should take sensible pre¬ 
cautions and maintain a high 
level of vigilance and be aware 
of their personal surroundings 
at all times and at all places,” 
Blaney said in a statement. 

Lancaster said she’s in con¬ 
tact with a Sochi resident dir¬ 
ectly involved in organizing 
the Games who she plans to 
stay with during her four-day 


Olympic stay. She’s planning to 
backpack around Europe any¬ 
way, but will stay away from 
the Sochi area should the situa¬ 
tion appear unstable. 

Other Albertans say they 
plan to go regardless, but won’t 
be sightseeing like they would 
have at other Games locales 
where the security risk ap¬ 
peared lower. 

Kelsey Iinsig’s husband 
coaches with the national ski- 
jumping team and she’d been 
looking forward to taking in 
the first women’s Olympic 
competition in the sport for 
years. She said she only just 
became aware of the apparent 
threats in the Sochi area. 

“I get a little bit scared about 
the public transportation... we 
don’t have a car there so we’re 
forced to take public transpor¬ 
tation,” said Linsig. 

“I think we’re just going to 
go from the hotel (to) Canada 
House (to) venue and then back 
to the hotel, that’s it.”

City extends 
parking pilot 
project 

E-parking meters will stay on 
downtown streets a little while 
longer, but the city still plans 
to remove the machines that 
have been a big hit with users. 

The pilot project using 
machines from the Calgary 
Parking Authority, which was 
supposed to end in early Janu¬ 
ary, is being extended into late 
March or early April. 

Bohdan Maslo, acting direc¬ 
tor of parking management, 
said the machines have an 80 
per cent customer satisfaction 
rate according to recent poll¬ 
ing they did. 

“We are veiy pleased 
with that, but what it does is 
confirms the direction we are 
taking,” he said. 

The parking meters are 
part of a technology exchange 
pilot program with Calgaiy, 
but the city eventually wants 
to replace all 3,200 parking 
meters with pay-by-plate 
technology. Maslo said the 
city is expecting Calgaiy to be 
a bidder on the contract, so 
it would be unfair to have its 
machines on the streets dur¬ 
ing the bidding. 

“We don’t know if they 
will, but that would probably 
be a fair assumption,” he said. 

He said other potential bid¬ 
ders would also be made fully 
aware that Calgaiy’s machines 
were out on city streets for a 
trial period. 

“We want to be open and 
transparent so the RFP docu¬ 
ment will identify that we 
have been using this equip¬ 
ment as part of a technology 
exchange with Calgaiy.” 

Maslo said the city hopes to 
have machines from the suc¬ 
cessful bidder for the parking 
contract on the streets before 
the end of 2014.

Assault victim calls 
for ‘power in numbers* 


Bystander 
intervention.

After being attacked outside 
of her apartment building 
last August, University of 
Alberta student Karina Mur¬ 
ray wants Edmontonians 
to stand up for community 
safety. 

“We have to take the sole 
responsibility of safety off 


of one person,” said Mur¬ 
ray, who recently launched a 
campaign to raise awareness 
for bystander intervention. 

“There’s power in num¬ 
bers, and if people are 
watching out for each other, 
then crime doesn’t stand a 
chance.” 

After leaving her restau¬ 
rant job in the early morning 
hours this past summer, 
Murray was punched from 
behind and strangled as she 
went to unlock the side door 
to her apartment building. 

While Murray was able 
to escape, suffering a few 
scrapes and bruises, she said 
her experience after the at¬ 
tack was what really shocked 
her. 

Following a police press 
conference, Murray said she 


felt her assault prompted 
a lot of negative feedback 
from people in the commun¬ 
ity. 

“Why is it that the sole 
responsibility of safety is on 
me?” said Murray. 

In response to her own 
experience, Murray has 
launched a campaign to 
encourage people to take 
an active role in their com¬ 
munity by staying aware of 
their surroundings as well as 
others around them. 

“In and of itself, that will 
take away and discourage 
victim-blaming, because you 
are taking it off the victim 
and putting it on the com¬ 
munity,” Murray said.

Trudeau wants feds 
at table with dties 


Transit plan. Leader says 
Tories not at the table

The first step toward creating a 
more urban agenda in Canada 
is having the federal govern¬ 
ment at the table, according to 
Liberal Leader Justin Trudeau. 


In an interview with Metro, 
Trudeau said politicians are cur¬ 
rently spending too much time 
worrying about jurisdictional 
issues and are losing sight of 
the bigger picture. 

“Ultimately when differ¬ 
ent levels of government focus 
on the different levels and the 
jurisdictions that they have, 
they tend to forget that the 
fact is we all serve the same cit¬ 
izens,” he said. 

He said other levels of gov¬ 


ernment also have to wake up 
to the fact that, especially as 
Canada becomes a more urban 
place, municipalities are doing 
the heavy lifting. 

“The vast majority of ser¬ 
vices to citizens are delivered 
by municipalities, but only a 
minute fraction of the ability 
to raise money and spend the 
public purse is available to mu¬ 
nicipalities,” he said. 

On transit, Trudeau said his 
party would deliver the type 


of long-term investment cities 
have been calling for. He said 
a national strategy would have 
to recognize communities have 
different goals, but provide 
federal funding to accomplish 
them. 

“I think there is a great op¬ 
portunity to be flexible, but as 
a present partner with strong, 
stable funding that under¬ 
stands that investment in tran¬ 
sit is an investment and not just 
an expense.”

L’lsle-Verte. Owner of 
fire-ravaged seniors' 
home speaks about 
tragic loss of life to 
over 1,000 gathered at 
commemorative mass 


The owner of a Quebec seniors’ 
residence that burned to the 
ground offered his condolences 
to the victims Sunday. 

Speaking to a throng of re¬ 
porters outside the church in 
L’lsle-Verte, Roch Bernier said 
it was not the right time to say 
whether he would rebuild the 
residence. 

He said the mass, attended 
by more than 1,000 people, was 
a day for the victims, the mis¬ 
sing and residents of the town. 


Bernier received a standing 
ovation as he stood up to speak 
at the mass. 

“What you’re living inside, 
we are living it inside as well,” 
he told the gathering, which in¬ 
cluded Quebec Premier Pauline 
Marois and Liberal Leader Phil¬ 
ippe Couillard. “We will tiy to 
find the strength to get through 
this.” 

A more formal commemor¬ 
ative ceremony, featuring more 
dignitaries, is scheduled for this 
Saturday. Sunday was a chance 
for the tiny Quebec village to 
voice its collective grief, with 
priest Gilles Frigon calling it “a 
first step toward healing.” 

Meanwhile, authorities said 
there was no change in the 
number of victims. Ten people 
have been confirmed dead 
and 22 others are missing and 
presumed dead after Thurs¬ 


day’s blaze at the Residence du 
Havre. 

Searches were hampered 
Sunday by bitter cold, poor visi¬ 
bility, blowing snow and winds 
up to 90 km/h, provincial police 
Lt. Guy Lapointe told a news 
conference. 

Marois arrived in L’lsle-Verte 
on Sunday to see first-hand the 
results of the fatal fire, cutting 
short a trip to Europe to deliver 
condolences in the village of 
about 1,500. 

The premier called the 
brutal blaze “unacceptable” 
and said she hopes such a tra¬ 
gedy never repeats. 

She told a news conference 
that eveiything is being done to 
provide support for those who 
survived the fire and to give 
closure to those still awaiting 
word on their loved ones.

A teenager described on Sun¬ 
day how he took the controls 
of a light plane for more 
than half an hour after the 
pilot passed out during a joy 
flight over rural Australia. 

Troy Jenkins, 19, said the 
single-engine Cessna 150 was 
only 10 minutes into a flight 
from the New South Wales 
state farming town of Forbes 
on Saturday afternoon when 
pilot Derek Neville, 61, lost 
consciousness. 

Jenkins said he had taken 


the controls before while 
flying with Neville, a family 
friend. Jenkins flew circles 
around Forbes airport at a 
steady altitude of 610 metres 
for around 45 minutes before 
the pilot came to. 

“Keeping it up wasn’t a 
problem, it was the landing 
part I wasn’t sure of,” Jenkins 
said.

Jenkins said he had land¬ 
ed a plane only once before 
and that was with Neville’s 
supervision. Jenkins was 
relieved that the pilot had 
regained consciousness mo¬ 
ments before they were to 
land.

Anti-government demonstra¬ 
tors swarmed dozens of polling 
stations in Thailand on Sunday 
to stop advance voting for next 
week’s general elections, chain¬ 
ing gates shut, threatening vot¬ 
ers and preventing hundreds of 
thousands of people from cast¬ 
ing ballots. 

A protest faction leader was 
fatally shot in a confrontation 
near a voting centre that also 
left 11 people wounded, the 
city’s emergency services said, 
and isolated street brawls broke 
out in several parts of Bangkok.

India’s village councils stuck in past 



Judge and jury. 

Deeply conservative 
‘khap panchayats' 
dictate everything 
from women’s dress to 
due punishments 


In the hours after her six- 
year-old daughter was kid¬ 
napped eight years ago by 
her ex-boyfriend who had 
refused to marry her or 
care for their child, Rimaila 
Awungshi appealed for help 
from the most powerful 
authority she knew — the 
council of elders in her rural 
Indian village. 

But the village elders re¬ 
mained indifferent to the 
single mother’s pleas, there¬ 
by supporting the child’s cus¬ 
tody with her father. 

Across much of rural 
India, these powerful and 
deeply conservative local 
councils are the law of the 
land. They serve as judge 
and jury, dictating eveiy- 
thing from custody cases to 
how women should dress 


to whether young lovers de¬ 
serve to live or die. 

They often enforce strict 
social norms about marriage 
and gender roles. 

These unelected and un¬ 
regulated courts now are 
coming under fresh scru¬ 


tiny after police say a coun¬ 
cil of elders in West Bengal 
ordered the gang rape of a 
20-year-old woman as pun¬ 
ishment for falling in love 
with the wrong man. 

“We are going back to 
the 16th century,” Pradip 


Bhattacharya, a politician in 
West Bengal, said this week 
as news of the gang rape 
began to spread in a country 
already reeling from a string 
of high-profile cases of sex¬ 
ual violence against women. 

Village councils are com¬ 


mon in India with vast rural 
communities, serving as 
the only practical means of 
delivering justice in areas 
where local governments are 
either too far away or too in¬ 
effective to mediate disputes. 
Often, the elders try to halt 
the march of the modern 
world, enforcing strict social 
norms about marriage and 
gender roles. 

In some of the most ex¬ 
treme cases, the councils 
have sanctioned so-called 
honour killings, usually 
against women suspected of 
out-of-wedlock sex. Known 
as khap panchayats in north¬ 
ern India, the councils act 
with impunity because villa¬ 
gers risk being ostracized if 
they flout the rulings. 

The courts can be espe¬ 
cially harsh toward women, 
enforcing the most conserva¬ 
tive aspects a patriarchal 
system that is deeply en¬ 
trenched in Indian society. 

In many ways, the coun¬ 
cils show how centuries of 
patriarchal traditions often 
clash with the values of a 
modern world in India.

India’s top 
court takes up 
gang-rape 
case 

India’s Supreme Court has 
lashed out at the lchaps, 
saying they amount to 
vigilante justice, are 
“wholly illegal” and 
should be stamped out. 

On Friday, the Su¬ 
preme Court took up the 
case of the gang rape 
of the 20-year-old West 
Bengal woman, ordering 
an investigation on a “suo 
moto” basis — meaning 
the court acted on its 
own, without a request 
from either side. 

The West Bengal case 
has revived long-standing 
criticisms of the lchaps, 
with critics saying they are 
nothing more than kan¬ 
garoo courts delivering 
medieval rulings.

End-of-life debate. Brain- 
dead, pregnant woman is 
taken off life support 



The family of a brain-dead, 
pregnant Texas woman said 
Sunday afternoon that she has 
been removed from life sup¬ 
port following a judge’s ruling 
that a Fort Worth hospital was 
misapplying state law in the 
case. 

A statement sent Sunday 
afternoon by lawyers for the 
husband of Marlisa Munoz says 
she was disconnected from life 
support at about 11:30 a.m. 

Judge R.H. Wallace had 
given the hospital until 5 p.m. 
Monday to comply with his rul¬ 
ing to remove Munoz from life 
support, which Erick Munoz 
says is what his wife would 
have wanted. 


She was 14 weeks pregnant 
when her husband found her 
unconscious on Nov. 26, pos¬ 
sibly due to a blood clot. 

Both the hospital and family 
agreed before Wallace’s ruling 
that Marlise Munoz meets the 
criteria to be considered brain- 
dead, which means she is dead 
both medically and under Texas 
law, and that her fetus, at about 
23 weeks, could not be bom 
alive this early in pregnancy. 

The case has raised ques¬ 
tions about end-of-life care and 
whether a pregnant woman 
who is considered legally and 
medically dead should be kept 
on life support for the sake of a 

fetus. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

How can I hack thee? Let me 
count the ways. Actually, the 
number of haclcable devices/ 
technologies and programs is 
rising so quickly, any list is out¬ 
dated the moment it’s created. 

They (the hackers) are now 
peeking into your always-on 
nanny cam, taking a trip via 
your luggage tracking device 
and breaking into your home 
computer locks. 

Lest you think this is hy¬ 
perbole, hobby hacker Amy 
Webb, head of Webbmedia 
Group, notes in a recent article, 
“Our ever-expanding tech play¬ 
ground is mostly unsupervised. 
There is no playground teacher 
to blow a whistle when another 
kid takes control of your Blue¬ 
tooth headset. There is no Nor¬ 
ton Antivirus software for your 
garage door opener.” 

Fortunately, most of what 


we do is, quite frankly, not 
worth hacking. Still, when it 
happens, it’s a huge nuisance. 

Witness the massive an¬ 
noyance that resulted after the 
credit-card breaches at Target 
and Neiman Marcus over the 
holidays. Cancelling cards, 
changing pins, passwords and 
watching account activity care¬ 
fully has been a royal pain. Last 
week a Reuters story found at 
least three other major retailers 
have been similarly attacked. 

And just this week, I had to 
cancel a credit card because an 
unidentified merchant site had 
been “compromised.” 

While Canadian chip credit 
cards are more secure than U.S 
swipe cards, there are other se¬ 
curity concerns — investment 
accounts, for example. My dis¬ 
count brokerage requires only a 
simple number-based code for 
log-in and password. Worse, I 
am allowed to use the same 
password for trading and access 
to the account. Six numbers 
gets me in and offers the key to 
trades and transfers. 


Cyber security tips 


• Turn off peripherals when 
not in use, including 
gaming consoles. 


• Use long passwords 
made up of nonsense 
sentences with a capital 
letter and numbers, such 
as: “myKidhas4noses- 
iyelloweye&37legs." 


• Use a number sequence, 
not a name, to identify 
your Wi-Fi network or 
mobile hotspot. 


Most people don’t monitor 
their investments — TFSA, 
RESP, RRSP, RRIF and non- 
registered account — regularly. 

Pro¬ 
tect yourself by being aware.

Ron and Jeanne Crumly, seen on their family farm in Page, Neb., say they have no intention of signing to allow 
the Keystone XL pipeline on their land — whatever they're offered. Cash offers have been skyrocketing, as much 
as seven-fold, for holdout Nebraska landowners who are willing to sign quickly to allow the pipeline onto their 
property. The landowners say they’ve received written offers from TransCanada Corp. in the last few weeks offering 
exponentially more money than initially promised, on the condition that they sign soon. Those offers are pouring in 
at a pivotal moment for the Canada-U.S. pipeline, whose proponents hope to start building this year. One family says 
it was initially guaranteed $8,900 US in 2012 to allow the pipeline through its farm. Now, according to an offer sheet 
dated Jan. 13,2014, the figure has surged to $ 61 , 977-84 US.

raised in the report are out- 
of-date, overstated or being 
resolved. 

The study examined the 
several ways to transport Al¬ 
berta’s bitumen, a molasses¬ 
like crude oil, over U.S. land 
and water. Those included 
rail, the proposed Kinder Mor¬ 
gan Trans Mountain pipeline 
to Vancouver, the Keystone 
XL line to Texas from Alberta, 
and Northern Gateway. 

“Most oilsands products 
are transported to market 
via existing and proposed 
pipelines; however, a sharp 
increase in the use of rail and 
marine transport can be ex¬ 
pected while new pipelines are 
constructed to match the in¬ 
creased production of oilsands 
products,” the report says.

This year's edition 
of the Park City fest 
was overflowing with 
exciting indie fare 


Most viewers see desperation 
when Steve Buscemi buries a 
briefcase full of cash in a snow¬ 
drift in Fargo, the 1996 Coen 
Bros, fictional crime satire. 

Not 29-year-old Kumiko 
(Rinlco Kikuchi), the sad dream¬ 
er of Kumiko, The Treasure 
Hunter. She sees opportunity, a 
chance to reboot her dull life as 
a Tokyo office tea server by find¬ 
ing the fortune she’s certain 
lies waiting for her in America. 
She repeatedly watches a faded 
VHS copy of Fargo, search¬ 
ing for clues and planning an 
expedition. She calls herself 
a modem version of the Span¬ 
ish Conquistadors, who sought 
gold in the New World. 

Kumilco’s unique vision 
makes for humour and pathos 
in David Zellner’s film, one of 
the standouts at the 2014 edi¬ 


tion of the Sundance Film Fes¬ 
tival in Park City, Utah, which 
ended Sunday. 

Film festivals pride them¬ 
selves on presenting unusual 
viewpoints. But Sundance 2014 
was particularly adept at this, 
premiering exciting works 
by indie filmmakers that sub¬ 
verted expectations and genre 
formulae. 

This began right from Day 1, 
Jan. 16, with Damien Chazelle’s 
Whiplash, the stoiy of a promis¬ 
ing 19-year-old drummer (Miles 
Teller), whose aspirations to be 
the next Buddy Rich are put 
to the test by a despotic music 
teacher (J.K. Simmons). What 
could have been just another 
coming-of-age saga becomes 
something altogether superior 
as both main characters con¬ 
front the elusive concept of 
what it means to achieve some¬ 
thing beyond the ordinaiy. 

An abundance of quirk is 
another feature of fests like 
Sundance and at first blush it 
looked like Lenny Abraham- 
son’s Frank would be Exhibit 
A for the prosecution. It stars 
Michael Fassbender as the 
gifted yet weirdly demanding 


leader of an avant-garde rock 
band, who insists on wearing 
a giant plastic head at all times. 
Domhnall Gleeson plays a song- 
writing wannabe who joins the 
band. 

And last Sunday night at 
the Eccles Theatre, the lar¬ 
gest Sundance venue, was the 
world premiere of Richard 
Linklater’s Boyhood. Twelve 
years in the making and run¬ 
ning the better part of three 
hours, the film follows the boy- 
to-adult transitions of a Texas 
lad named Mason, played by 


Ellar Coltrane, who was just 6 
years old when filming began 
in 2002. Boyhood follows the 
highs, lows and in-betweens 
of Mason’s life with his family 
and estranged parents, played 
by Ethan Hawke and Patricia 
Arquette. The main characters 
all had to commit to filming 
for several days during each 
of the 12 years Linklater was 
making the film. It’s remark¬ 
able enough to see Coltrane age 
before our astonished peepers, 
but Linklater makes it even 
more of a trip by eschewing

Patrick Dempsey’s acting and 
racing careers will be intermin¬ 
gled for the foreseeable future.

Dempsey also plans to run a 
full season in the United Sports-

Alfonso Cuaron was awarded 
the top film honour from the 
Directors Guild of America 
for Gravity on Saturday night, 
giving the lost-in-space saga 
an edge on the journey to the 
Academy Awards. 

In the recent bustle of 
Hollywood honours, Gravity, 
David 0. Russell’s con caper 
American Hustle and Steve 
McQueen’s historical epic 12 
Years a Slave had been com¬ 
peting in the tightest three- 
way Oscar race in years. 

But Cuaron’s film now has 
the upper hand for the best- 
picture and director Academy 
Awards, and with 10 Oscar 
nominations, is likely to gain 
the most statuettes on Holly¬ 
wood’s biggest night March 2. 
American Hustle also has 10 
nominations, but in tougher, 
more competitive races than 
Gravity’s mainly craft nods. 

Meanwhile, the early dom¬ 
inant momentum of 12 Years 
a Slave has weakened follow¬ 
ing Saturday night’s Gravity 
win and the results of the 
Golden Globes on Jan. 12 and 


last weekend’s Screen Actors 
Guild and Producers Guild 
awards, at which American 
Hustle and Gravity had the 
stronger showings. 

In the 65-year histoiy of 
the DGA awards, the winner 
has failed to also take home 
the best director Oscar just 
seven times. Ben Affleck, who 
presented Cuaron with his 
guild award, won the same 
accolade last year for Argo 
but was denied a best direc¬ 
tor nomination at the Oscars. 
However, like many DGA 
winners, Argo went on to win 
the best-picture prize at the 
Oscars. 

While accepting his tro¬ 
phy, Cuaron recalled look¬ 
ing at satellite images of 
earth from space. “What 
you cannot see from up 
there is this bizarre experi¬ 
ment of nature that is the 
human experience,” said 
Cuaron, a first-time DGA 
winner. “That experiment 
is what directors try to sort 
out with our films.”

Parenting. The small 
deceits and hidden 
vices of raising kids 


Mom Shannon McCormick 
loves fruits and vegetables and 
wants to pass that on to her 
four-year-old, but her resolve 
is tested when she encounters 
her nemesis: the tomato. 

“Tomatoes are my loypton- 
ite. My daughter loves them 
and I don’t want to even sug¬ 
gest that they’re anything less 
than delicious,” said McCor¬ 
mick, in Columbus, Ohio. 

That’s why she choked 
down a chunk when her child 
stabbed it with a fork and held 
it to her lips a few months back. 

“I just sat there and looked 
at her and thought, ‘Well, I just 
have to do this,”’ McCormick 
recalled. “I swallowed it whole.” 

Kids, parents are people, 
too. Remember that when 
you’re older and learn of all 
the little things yours hid from 
you. Absent serious crimes and 
misdemeanours, you’ll live to 
tell about it.

Beach, Fla., understands. He’s

Internet through kid eyes 


A survey of more than 5,400 
Canadian kids in grades 4 
through 11 found a major¬ 
ity had their own cellphone, 
while almost one in four of the 
youngest kids had a mobile 
device. 

The non-profit organiza¬ 
tion MediaSmarts worked with 
schools and parents in each 
province and territoiy to con¬ 
duct the survey, which asked 
kids a few dozen questions 
about their Internet usage. 

It wasn’t surprising that 
nearly 90 per cent of the old¬ 


est students have their own 
cellphone, said MediaSmarts 
director of education Matthew 
Johnson. 

But it was eye-opening for 
him to learn that about a quar¬ 
ter of nine- and 10-year-old stu¬ 
dents had their own device. 

“The numbers were defin¬ 
itely higher than we expected 
at the younger end,” said John¬ 
son. “The surprise is definitely 
in those early three grades 
(four through six). ” 

Another surprising finding 
was how differently boys and 


girls viewed Internet safety. 

“Girls are more likely to 
agree that ‘the Internet is a 
dangerous place’ for them and 
in general, experience the In¬ 
ternet and the online world 
as a much more hostile and 
woriying place,” he said. 

About 82 per cent of the 
girls and 63 per cent of the 
boys surveyed agreed when 
asked if they thought they 
could be hurt by online stran¬ 
gers, while 51 per cent of the 
girls and 61 per cent of the 
boys said they considered the 


Internet safe. 

When asked if they’re with 
an adult while using the In¬ 
ternet, 80 per cent said either 
rarely or never. Among the 
Grade 4 kids, 30 per cent said 
usually, 45 per cent said rarely 


and 20 per cent said never. 

“The fact that one in five of 
the youngest students in this 
study are saying they’re never 
supervised by an adult ... is 
definitely woriying,” Johnson

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From the roots up: Give Beef Barley 
Soup earthy flavour with root veggies

Beef barley soup is the most 
comforting soup you can eat 
during the winter months. 

Traditionally it is a clas¬ 
sic soup made with stewing 
beef, carrots, celery, onion 
and tomatoes. 

But in my version I have 
used root vegetables, which 
make all the difference. I 
also love it because it’s a 
one-pot meal. You have pro¬ 
tein, vegetables and grains. 

Stewing beef is one of 
the leanest meats you can 
buy, but it is not as tender. 
That is why you tenderize 
the beef by adding it to a 
simmering soup. You want 
large cuts of meat from 
either the front shoulder or 
the rear end such as chuck, 
bottom round, pot roast or 
top round. 

Barley has a rich nut-lilce 
flavor and a tasty, chewy 
pasta-lilce consistency. It 
is a good complex carbo¬ 
hydrate loaded with fiber, 
manganese and selenium. 

Feel free to experiment 
with other root vegetables 
of your choice.

Twitter, Angry Birds and 
intramural volleyball, oh 
my! Distractions have never 
been so ubiquitous on col¬ 
lege campuses. 

This college generation 
is “wired for and thrives on 
a constant interrupt cycle,” 
says Caroline L. Arnold, 
author of Small Move, Big 
Change: Using Microresolu¬ 
tions to Transform Your Life 
Permanently. 

But trying to shut down 
all of the interruptions to 
eliminate distractions may 
actually be counterproduct¬ 
ive. Instead, students need 
to learn to manage distrac¬ 
tions differently. 

Arnold, managing direc¬ 
tor at a leading investment 
banking firm, recommends 
limiting the duration, fre¬ 
quency and type of inter¬ 
ruptions by making small 
changes, instead of over¬ 
hauling habits completely. 

Students should exam¬ 
ine their own distraction 
patterns to find the 
“microresolutions” most 
likely to have a positive 
impact on study habits. “A 
microresolution must be 
easy, specific and measur¬ 
able to succeed,” Arnold 
advises. 

For instance, Arnold 
recommends taking a 


Tips for success 


• Location, location, loca¬ 
tion. Change your study 
location every hour. New 
research shows that mov¬ 
ing locations — even from 
the desk to the bed or 
from the bed to kitchen — 
helps keep thinking sharp. 

• See research through. 

Stick to your task on¬ 
line when performing 
research. Getting side¬ 
tracked is inevitable — if 
you let it. “If you are 
looking up the year the 
British quit India, carry 
through your search with 
single-minded purpose,” 
Arnold says. Only allow a 
distraction after that task 
has been completed. 

• Phone cravings. Turn off 
your smartphone for 15 
minutes every hour and 
see how it affects your 
productivity. 


10-minute walk every two 
hours. “The walk will re¬ 
fresh your head with a 
change of scenery, exerting 
physical energy,” she says. 
Plus, walking is meditative 
and good for problem-solv¬ 
ing. 

Another option is taking 
a short break to get your 
groove on. “Getting up to 
dance to a couple of num¬ 
bers every hour is also a 
great body/brain refresher,” 
Arnold says. 

Another self-imposed be¬ 
havior includes watching 
the clock regarding social 
media. One “like” here, one 
comment there, the next 
thing you know an entire 
hour has vanished. Arnold 
recommends limiting social 
media to five minutes per 


session. “Distracting your¬ 
self with social media and/ 
or gaming apps actually 
could help break study im¬ 
passes and stimulate new 


thoughts,” she says. So in¬ 
stead of eliminating social 
media altogether, Arnold 
suggests making a pact 
prior to starting digging 


into work to determine the 
length of the break and how 
many breaks you’ll give 
yourself each hour. “Com¬ 
mit yourself to living with¬ 


in those limits,” she says. 
“The limits will actually 
help you enjoy your breaks 
more, because they won’t 
feel furtive and guilty.”

a few low-cost ways to boost 
moral. 

Something else the 100 
best companies to work for 
have in common is that they 
provide ways for employees 
to do what they’re really pas¬ 
sionate about. Whether it’s 
through on-site yoga classes 
or carving out time for vol¬ 
unteering or company sports 
teams, taking employees’ 
interests into account goes a 
long way.

Regina’s Mark McMorris is 
taking home a silver medal 
and a fractured rib from 
Saturday’s slopestyle event 
at the Winter X Games. 

McMorris caught his 
snowboard on the lip of a 
rail and went sliding down 
the bar before landing hard 
on the snow on his third 
and final run of the day. He 
stayed on the ground for a 
few minutes before riding 
down the hill under his 
own power. 

He was treated and 
released from the hospital, 
where X-rays showed he 
had a fractured rib but no 
other damage. 

McMorris, the gold- 
medal favourite heading 
into Sochi next month, said 
in a statement that despite 
the injuiy, he still has his 
sights set on Russia, where 
slopestyle will make its 
Olympic debut.
